MOTO-CROSS 


A CHANGE IN TIME 


By Wes Cooley 





The popularity of motorcycle racing has gonethrough various cycles just 
as the styles change in fashions and automobiles. Most of you will remember 
Several years ago how popular TT's and scrambles events were, and still 
are to a great extent. And,I imagine a few of you remember the great popular 
ity in the late 40's of the rough scrambles or moto-cross. From the recent 
interest shown by the riders and spectators, moto-cross racing is returning. 

Three years ago, many riders began losing interest in the super-fast TT 
and scrambles course which had drawn the greatest number of competitors for 
so long. Speed had become the ultimate accomplishment and TT and scram- 
bles courses were built with super-speed in mind. The great majority of the 
riders turned their interest to the development of more horsepower and the 
handling qualities necessary to high speed motorcycles. So, with this in 
mind, the ACA decided to promote some moto-cross events of the type which 
were run in the 40's. Naturally, many people told us they would not be suc- 
cessful because the riders were still mostly interested in T T's and not in 
are rough riding. However, as you can all see, the riders were right — moto- 
cross racing is the "in" thing. With the introduction of the new Suzuki and 
Yamaha, and the promotional efforts put forth by CZ and Husqvarna, as well 
as Greeves, Bultaco, Montesa and the smaller machines — Moto Beta, Hodaka 
and Sachs, the emphasis now is not so much on the speed, but on the hand- 
ling qualities of the motorcycle. In fact, most of the motorcycles used by the 
Europeans in the recent international moto-cross events held throughout the 
U.S., had a maximum speed of around 70 miles per hour, and very rarely did 
the riders exceed 50 mph. 

Of course, this type of racing on a closed circuit with natural as well 
as man-made obstacles is most demanding of the rider's physical ability, and 
probably least demanding of all on the engine. If you had the opportunity to 
see the Europeans race, you noticed that they were able to participate with- 
out becoming fatigued. This is due, in part, to the physical condition of the 
rider; the emphasis is on the man rather than the machine. At the last inter- 
national moto-cross in San Diego, the CZ team did not have their factory 
equipment which had been returned a week earlier to Europe with their fac- 
tory mechanic. The CZ team competed on standard CZ's. In fact, one of the 
machines was owned by a local motorcycle dealer. He had participated on 
this same piece of equipment throughout the year and had done well, but had 
not won any events. However, when Joel Robert competed against the Husq- 
varna factory equipment on this same 250cc machine, he won both the 250cc 
and the 500cc events. Some may argue that this does not prove anything, but 
it is a fact. 

I think most of the riders feel that moto-cross racing gives them a better 
chance to compete man for man, and that the super-factory equipment and 
specialized tuner do not play such an important role in the winning of these

In the aftermath of Joel Robert and 
Torsten Hallman at Hopetown, a new 
club is forming to bring European style 
moto-cross to Southern California on a 
permanent basis, 

At a meeting last week, the California 
Moto-Cross Club announced plans to 

* return scrambles racing over unim- 
proved courses to Southern California, 

* promote at least one race per month, 

* operate under an AFM charter, with 
FIM moto-cross rules in forceatevents. 

* offer political help and racing pre- 
paration for riders wishing to compete 
in Europe, 

At the meeting, held in Burbank, club 
officials explained they felt their venture 
would draw support from interest en- 
gendered during the recent U.S, tour of 
Husqvarna and CZ factory riders. 

The first event was scheduled by the 
club for Carlsbad Raceway, Sunday, 
February 4 (see report, this issue), 

Under the FIM rules, European style 
oval number plates will be required. 
Either folding or rigid footpegs will be 
acceptable. Any tire pattern will beper- 
mitted, with full knobbies recommended, 

All machines will be subjected to a 
technical inspection at each event, Ac- 
cording to club officials, principal in- 
spection standards will focus on correct 
number plates (three required,) clean 
appearance, and safety. 

The club advised that any machine 
acceptable for AMA scrambles should 
pass CMC inspection, providing oval 
number plates are fitted, 

At the present time the CMC is headed 
by eight men who joined forces after the 
successful tour by the European riders,

With the club chartered by the AFM,

events. Motoecross racing is more for the true enthusiasts who does not have 
a great deal of money to spend on equipment but is willing to practice and 
get himself in good physical condition, with a minimum of expense for equip- 
ment. This is something that desert rider has known for a long time, and I 
feel it is really true. The desert rider competes for his own enjoyment and 
not so much for the thrill of the crowd, but everyone likes to receive recogni- 
tion for his competition. This is where the closed circuit which is offered by 
moto-cross racing gives the rider three-fold satisfaction; he can compete and 
he can receive recognition, and at the same time enjoy himself. 

With the proper promotion and attitude by the sanctioning motorcycle 
organizations toward each other and the spectator, moto-cross will change 
the image of motorcycle racing. 


WHAT IS MOTO-CROSS? 


The word moto-cross, sometimes spelled moto-x, means a scoring 
system which computes a racer’s finishing positions in two or more 
races to arrive at his overall score. The system was devised in Europe 
to score the international scrambles series, which are also called 
moto-cross scrambles. 

As it is used here in the U.S., a moto-cross is a rough scrambles 
over a fairly short course in which all riders in a class get to race two 
or three equal races (“motos”). Points earned for their finishing posi- 
tions in all three races are added up to determine who is first, 2nd, 
3rd, etc. in the overall moto-cross standings. 

It would be an oversimplification to say that moto-cross is a" best- 
two-out-of-three" contest and that conventional main event scoring is 
a “once-and-for-all” gamble. Both systems promise the racer more than 
one ride for his entry fee. But the rider who fails to qualify in the pre- 
liminaries is out of a main event ride. While under the moto-cross sys- 
tem, since the “main event” is run in two or three starts, he gets to 
ride them all. 

It is possible for a rider who is consistent to win a moto-cross on 
points without winning a single moto. 

With the merging of the European moto-cross system into the “heat- 
semi-main-event culture of the U.S. scrambler, it was inevitable that a 
sort of hybrid scoring system would develop. So when the number of 
entries in a scrambles class are too few for running heats and mains, 
the class may be mun off moto-cross fashion while the more popular 
classes ride conventional elimination heats, semis and mains, all in 
the same day’s racing. 

But moto-x is more than just a scoring system. Since the visits of 
the European masters of this art, moto-x has come to mean the extreme- 
ly high speed version of rough scrambling. 

To a motorcycle population familiar only with the smooth course- 
manship of TT-scrambles, the visiting European moto-x stars were a 
revelation to behold. What Americans had accomplished with bulldozers 
and scrapers the moto-crossers did with mere motorcycles. They dem- 
onstrated how to be remarkably fast and smooth onthe roughestcourses.

Only a month slipped by from the time 
of the California Moto-Cross Club’s first 
meeting until their first race, Sunday, 
Feb. 4, The AFM affiliated club picked 
Carlsbad for the course and it proved to 
be a excellent choice. The course is on 
the opposite side of the pits from the 
road race track and drag strip.

ond. The two Suzuki riders finished one 
two with Conrad taking the win. 

Petty snatched the lead from the line 
in the second moto, with Conrad and 
Silverthorn in hot pursuit, Silverthorn 
was forced to give up second spot to 
Conrad who immediately dropped out of 
the race with a brake failure which was 
probably caused from a crash in prac- 
tice, This moved CZ-mounted Lon Peter- 
son up to third, and they finished Petty, 
Silverthorn and Peterson. 

The third and final moto found Petty 
back in the lead, with Al Baker on a 
Husky holding on to second. Petty went 
down in a mudhole (which was really 
bad after five motos) and Baker took 
over, followed by Silverthorn and Tim 
Hart (CZ) who was the first place junior. 
Silverthorn finally managed to get by 
Baker when mud caused his throttle and 
brakes to fail at the same time. With 
Baker out, Hart moved up to second 
behind Silverthorn and Petty had worked 
his way back up to third, where he fin- 
ished behind Silverthorn and Hart, 

Conrad, Petty and Silverthorn each 
won a moto, but Petty was the 250cc 
winner and Silverthorn was second, Con- 
rad, who was only able to complete one 
moto, still had enough points to finish 
fifth. 

The rider in this class who really had 
had everyone rooting for him was Lt. JG 
Arthur Wittig, who rode to the meet ona

A MOTO-CROSS IS 
A SCRAMBLES 


By Maureen Lee 


Now that the word moto-cross has 
suddenly blossomed into use with every- 
one in motorcycling it’s interesting to 
find that so many people think that moto- 
cross is a different type of racing from 
scrambling, It’s not, It involvesa slight- 
ly more complicated type of scoring 
system, and in Europe time is also a 
factor that can win or lose a race, but 
it’s still scrambling. 

Scrambling was started in England 
where the natives have a habit of devis- 
ing sports that tax man, beast or ma- 
chinery to the limit just for the fun of it, 
and there the word scrambles and scram- 
bler is still much in use. The term 
moto-cross came from the Continent 
where the Continentals took the scram- 
bles and started throwing them with 
much more professional organization 
and an eye to business than in the 
British Isles, There scrambles remained 
almost entirely sporting. 

While moto-cross and scrambles are 


therefore essentially the same thing, 
it?s in America where the greatest 
changes in the sport have taken place 
until some of our scrambles can barely 
be called that, As Don Rickman said 
after riding Perris, ** That's nota scram- 
bles, that’s a speedway!’’ But then may- 
be no one explained to him the American 
term “TT Scrambles,” 

A TT scrambles is run on a course 
that must be 50% improved and may be 
100% improved as is Perris and was 
the old Prado Park, Speed as much or 
more than skill can be the deciding 
factor in these races and riding these 
all the time will not develop riders 
competent enough to ride moto-cross, 

The old-fashioned rough scrambles 
is a different breed of cat and is fast 
going out of style because we just don’t 
have the locations in which to throw 
them, In these at least 50% of the course 
has to be unimproved., The rules for 
either a TT scrambles or a rough 
scrambles are the same and it’s here 
that the term moto-cross comes into the 
picture. In local scrambles if there are 
not enough machines in a given class to 
run a progressive program then the 
moto-cross scoring system is used. 
Each rider rides three heat races or 
**motos'' receiving points each time for

his finishing position. These are totalled 
at the end of the three for the overall 
finishing position, 

Other American-type scrambles are 
run in the desert such as the Hare 
Scrambles and the European scrambles. 
The Hare Scrambles is similar to the 
Hare and Hound, A ‘‘hare’”’ limes the 
course and the same course is used 
over and over again up to a total of 50 
miles with the actual circuit not being 
Shorter than 5 miles, Check points are 
used wherea rider's tank card is stamped 
and have to be arranged so there can be 
no cutting of the course. 

European scrambles are again a 
desert-type event, These are mass- 
starts in each rider classification and 
are run over a closed course for, 
preferably, one hour. At one time no 
pre-practice of the course was allowed 
but District 37 is not allowing a prac- 
tice lap at the discretion of the promoting 
club should they feel the need for one. 

Getting back to Europe now, their 
scrambles or moto-cross are run con- 
stantly over courses that for the most 
part are completely unimproved, It's in 
the FIM rules! Also, the more difficult 
the terrain the better it is. The sport 
has developed into real big time busi- 
ness and the riders are second to none 
in the world because of their background 
and training, A young European starting 
out progresses from weekend riding in 
club events over unimproved unknown 
courses week after week to where, if he 
is good enough, he will become one of 
the elite, The International moto-cross 
rider riding for his country and with a 


place on one of the big works teams, and 
as we all witnessed at Corriganville, 
Forst and Castaic, really are elite! 

It's unfortunate that so far our Ameri- 
can system has changed scrambling so 
much that we can't produce enough riders 
to compete successfully with them, but 
then we also have to gear the sport to 
our local conditions, However, the time 
has come to where riders with an eye to 
this highly specialized type of scramb- 
ling may get a break. For quite a while 
the ACA promoted moto-cross over 
rough courses that some scrambles 
riders wouldn't touch with a ten-foot 
pole and the tun-out was never great 
although the action was fantastic, But 
since the European invasion that ended 
with them taking home the booty, riders 
are beginning to see their failings, and 
riding the rough stuff is getting popular 
again, 

A new Moto-Cross club has been 
formed by the cream of our local moto- 
cross riders who had seen the writing 
on the wall way before a lot of other 
people did, and some of them, including 
President Paul Hunt have spent a few 
seasons on the European circuit so 
therefore know the ropes, We say hur: 
ray! We want to see it become ‘‘fashion- 
able" to ride the rough again the way it 
used to be. 

So once again, moto-cross and scram- 
bles are the same thing but now in 
American terminology we've taken to 
using the word moto-cross for the hard- 
est type of scrambling and the term 
moto-cross rider as a man who is at the 
top of his chosen sport.

FROM THE GRAPEVINE 


PELL ASL AL RPG ESAS AT ATE 


An interesting visitor from Kansas 
dropped into the Cycle News offices 
recently — Bill Grapevine, a mam whose 
positions, enthusiasms, activities and 
plans for the future are numerous. 

Bill is President of PARA (Pan- 
American Racing Assn.) a MICUS/FIM 
affiliate for the U.S, along with several 
other associations - AAMRR, ACA, AFM 
and the Tennessee-Carolina Racing As- 
sociation, Grapevine's jurisdiction ex- 
tends throughout 16 central states rang- 
ing from Missouri, Oklahoma, Kansas, 
Colorado, Texas, Indiana and Illinois 
up to the Dakotas. 

He is the man responsible for the 


illusttious European moto-cross aces 


appearing at his hometown track, Aztec 
Park, in Sedan, Kansas, is Vice President 
of MICUS, and is currently marketing 
two motorcycle frames — the Aztec 
speedway frame and the Maverick cross- 
country frame, suitable for both trials 
and moto-cross. 

While visiting in California, Bill set 
up Steens, Inc. as the distributors for 
his merchandise, remarking that John 
McLaughlin, Walt Axthelm and MICUS/ 
ACA President Wes Cooley had also 
expressed interest, 

«Had real good luck with the trials 
frame last year,” says Grapevine, “Won 
the FIM National Trials Championship 
of the U.S. over competitors from many 
states. I used a Hodaka engine when I 
won the championship — now I’ve got a 
Kawasaki 120 for this year’s title at- 
tempt.” 

Getting on to the specifications of the 


frame assemblies, Bill explained that 
the short track speedway frame weighs 
a mere 110 pounds including a 250cc 
Bultaco engine, about 60-65 pounds bare, 
It is constructed of 4130 chrome moly 
tubing, will accept any 250cc engine or 
less, down to 100cc, and has a 52” 
wheelbase. 

Grapevine markets his package with- 
out an engine, but all the other goodies 
are included — wheels, seat, magnesium 
rear hub, mounting plates, etc. — for 
$400. It’s just necessary to specify which 
engine is to be used when ordering. 
Steens, Inc., 1635 W,. Valley Blvd., 
Alhambra, Calif. 91803, will furnish 
brochures and further information on the 
Grapevine frames, Their phone number 
is (213) 283-8229. 

Bill then continued enthusiastically 
about his competition plans for the future. 
First on the agenda for 1968 will be the 
FIM National Trials Championship, Sat- 
urday and Sunday, April 27 and 28, in 
Sedan, Kansas. The course sounds de- 
manding indeed. “It’s 100 miles each 
day," says Grapevine," all rocks, mud 
and forest paths. Last year 37 riders 
started at 9 a.m., five finished at 7 p.m. 
And, by the way, for us old folks, none 
of the finishers was under 30. On the 
second day, 16 started and all finished.” 

Moto-cross racing has become in- 
crasingly popular in the Kansas-Okla- 
homa area, and trials are held each 
month. Much of the interest in moto- 
cross was sparked by the appearance of 
the seven European riders at Grape- 
vine's Aztec Park event, And Bill has a 





few comments on the versions of his 
race that appeared in several motorcycle 
publications. 

«In the report that appeared in Cycle 
News written by Ray McCarty, for in- 
stance, it was stated that there were no 
flagmen, no ambulance and practically 
no spectators," says he. “Compared to 
Hopetown, I supposed you could say there 
were no spectators, but 1,414 paid ad- 
missions came through the gate. I felt 
pretty good about that because I had only 
about five weeks to put the entire show 
together, handle advertising and pro- 
motion, and prepare the track." 

“But,” continues Bill, “my gripe was 
tħat from 8:30 in the morning on, tħere 
were 6 flagmen, each with a yellow and 
a red flag, stationed at positions around 
the course. And Ray McCarty parked 
beside the ambulance, which every rider 
had to go around because it was parked 
right at the pit gate entrance, But it 
wasn't needed, although I doubt that a 
single rider didn’t fall at least once, 
including all the Europeans. Last year 
Hallman complained that all the courses 
he ran were too smooth, too fast and too 
easy. This one was different.” 

Will the Europeans be backfor a PARA 
race in Kansas this year? Yes indeed, 
confirms Grapevine, they will return in 
November, with dates to be finalized at 
the February meeting of MICUS, 

Dave Bickers told Bill that the Kansas 
track was most similar to conditions 
they were accustomed to. “It’s wide 
enough and fast enough to provide good 
racing,” said Dave after the event, “yet 
it was tough enough that even we were 
getting tired, and tricky enough that we 
all had a turn at coming off." Joel 
Robert and Bickers hope to come back 
early this year and help in making a few 
minor changes to the course,

DRAG RACING

Rick “Flash” Gordon rodehis gas buming Harley-Davidson through 
a field of eight top contenders at Lions Drag strip for top bike honors. 
Subtle, and yet even brazenly-exposed combinations of fuel burn- 


power were thrown up to prevent the Harley-Davidson team from making 


another victory. 


Ed Kretz & Son fielded two machines, one the Triumph of Bob 
Ebeling and another, Boris Murray's twin engine Triumph. 


To further effect a block on these 
headlong victory dashes of Harley David- 
son, Don McEvoy obtained the rider 
services of Don Harris and entered the 
big ‘‘Jack Shaft’? twin engine Triumph. 

One additional entry against the Harley 
clan was Bob Braverman’s 10-second 
twin engine Yamaha. 

All of these well armed drag strip 
warriors stood back and looked with a 
trace of humor at the Harley entries, 
There was Rick Gordon, good Harley 
but only running gas; Don Lingo, also on 
gas and slower than Gordon; Joe Smith, 
the only fueler and real threat felt by 
the opposition, Mel Disharoon (he’s on 
fuel but only 55 inches and just under the 
qualifying wire of elapsed time). 

Eight entries that qualified below 11.50 
seconds, pair ‘em up.and youhavea first 
round of eliminations that bring the 
specators off their wooden perches like 
birds of prey as the races are won and 
lost in the last few yards of the quick 
quarter mile. 


Round One — Triumph vs. Harley 


Ebeling and Disharoon were the first 
opponents to fire on the “Sure Start’ 
electric rollers and proceed to twist 
throttles until cylinders and headers 
became an iridescent glow of com- 
bustion temperatures, 

Just like traffic, only one yellow light 
before a green. Have to be on your toes 
to get out of the gate first. 

When it came, they were out of the 
chute together, but Disharoon was taking 
the long-distance route for the quarter 
mile. Back and forth fish tail left and 
right was Dish’s plight, but Ebeling shot 
straight and gained a quick lead. 

That straight sprint was good but 
only until the last few yards as Disha- 
roon’s Harley-Davidson began pumping 
igniting like something with super 
energy. The Harley swept past the Tri- 
umph with a run of 11,23 seconds at 
129.68 miles per hour, 

Yamaha vs. Harley 

Next up for a race to those glorious 
timing lights were Bob Braverman and 
Don Lingo. Yamaha vs Harley and Van 
Nuys, Calif, is no loving sister city to 
Chicago, Illinois, Call it what you will, 
city vs city or brand against brand or 
even yet rider vs rider, it was another 
contest decided in the last few feet and 
fractions of a second. 


Lingo and Braverman were out of the 
gates ina simultaneous movement, Wheel 
to wheel, shifts made in slick moments 
of time but somewhere Don Lingo's 
Harley hesitated for 9 hundredths of a 
second. Braverman tripped the winners 
lights with an E,T.of 11,09 seconds and 
Lingo lost out at 11.18 seconds. 

Don Harris fired the big twin-engine 
Triumph of Don McEvoy as ‘‘Laidlaws’’ 
Joe Smith brought life to the 80’’ inch 
“Knuckle Head” Harley that has so 
many times found victory in the quarter 
mile, The twin engines of McEvoy are 
рпаѕеа 180 degrees apart and they make 
an Offenhauser sound tame in compari- 
son, but those sweet sounds don’t win a 
race. It’s power that does the job and it 
has to be transferred from engine to 
gearbox, to the wheel and then directly 
onto asphalt, 

That’s where Smith’s Harley- Davidson 
lost out on this race, for half way down 
the strip, power transmission was lost. 
The big Harley jumped out of gear and 
McEvoy’s double was ridden for a vic- 
tory in 10.79 seconds at 132 miles 
per hour, 

Only one race left in this first round 
of top bike. One Triumph and two Har- 
leys are out of the program. The strate- 
gy to put the Harley-Davidson supremacy 
down seemed to be working! 

Boris Murray and Rick ‘‘Flash’’ Gor- 
don now fired up. Boris sat unconcerned 
just off the rollers, tweaking the throttle 
and waiting for engine heat to build up, 

Gordon pulled up about thirty feet and 
his assistants grabbed hold of the ma- 
chine to hold the gas burner as the 
rpm came up, clutch dropped and the rear 
slick revolved into a smoking, traction- 
grabbing pulp of rubber and asphalt. 

Harley Twin Eats Triumph 4s 

O.K,, now they were both ready and 
rolled forward into the staging position, 
Zap!, the green light and they're both 
out and on the way for 1320 feet. ‘‘Flash’’ 
Gordon made the lights first with a 
fantastic 10.71 in comparison to Mur- 
ray’s 10.75. Gordon's gas burner had 
clocked 133 miles per hour while Mur- 
ray’s four fuel fed cylinders stopped 
the clocks at 148 miles per hour. 

Four were all that’s left for Round 
Two. Two Harleys yet in contention and 
matched against two able adversaries, 
the twin Triumph of Don McEvoy and the 
twin engine Yamaha of Bob Braverman,

R.V. “Chub” Kellam, who for the past 
ten years has been Chief Steward and 
Asst. Referee for the professional races 
in So. Calif., was last week appointed 
by Wm. T. Berry as the new District 37 
Referee. 

Kellam joined the AMA ranks as Chief 
Steward at the start of the *58 season 
and was then moved up to the position of 
Asst. Referee at the start of the ‘67 
race year. 

He started riding cycles in 1945 and 
has been connected with the sport since 
that time as a rider and later as an 
official, 





Much of his time in recent seasons 
has been spent behind-the-scenes at the 
pit gate and in the officials’ booth where 
he also assumed -the duties of Chief 
Scorer. 

Kellam is recognized within the scope 
of officials as one of the finest scorers 
in the business and has built much re- 
spect and admiration from the hundreds 
of riders that he has dealt with over the 
years, 

Chub is a native of Minnesota, moving 
to Calif, in 1949, His full-time occupa- 
tion is that of Senior Building Inspector 
with the City of Los Angeles, assigned 
to the West Los Angeles office. At the 
present time he is the lead instructor 
for all new inspectors, not only for the 
Building Dept. but for plumbing and 
electrical, as well. 

The new Referee of the largest and 
most active District in America is 41 
years old, married, and has two sons, 
The Kellam family lives in Lawndale. 


No drastic changes are planned nor 
are any wide changes in the present 
policy anticipated in the near future.

As if to make up for his loss in the 
100cc class, Bailey again proved him- 
self the man to beat in the 250cc class 
by taking home a win in the Main Event, 
but not without some trouble as he was 
fourth man out of the first corner and 
had to work his way up through the pack 
to take the lead. Larry Verdoorn on a 
Bultaco finished secondand Danny Jones, 
also on a Bultaco, wound up third, 

Although they ran together, the riders 
were separated into Junior and Senior 
divisions for the trophy presentations 
with Gary Scott on a Honda being the 
first Junior rider finishing in the 100cc 
class while Larry Verdoorn was the 
first Junior in the 250cc Class. 

The TT will run again tonight (Feb. 9) 
with the classes being divided into Junior 
and Senior to give the new rider a 
chance to win some brass, They will 
also run a program of short track onthe 
same program if the entries warrant 
it. The gate opens at 6:00 p.m. for 
practice, so get there early and get in 
some practice, All that is needed to 
ride is a membership in an accredited 
motorcycle organization such as ACA, 
AMA, AFM, etc. As the event is ACA 
sanctioned, any rider holding an ACA 
Senior Competition Card will have any 
points that he may get credited toward 
the ACA TT or Short Track Champion- 
ship for the year.

SEATTLE’S SCRAMBLES 
OPENER FOR 1968

The 1968 scrambles opener in the 
Seattle, Washington area could be con- 
sidered as a good omen if motorcycle 
riders were a superstitious lot.

One hun- 
dred and forty-two riders entered the 
five classes from 100cc to 650cc and it

Sponsored by the Jolly Rogers Motor- 
cycle Club of Seattle, the affair on 
January 28 was much better organized 
and more efficiently run than previous 
efforts by this organization. 

Young Bill Langley of Seattle on a 
new Hodaka literally ate up his opposi- 
tion in the 100cc Main and came in ahead 
of Mark Nimick, who was ona Kawasaki, 
by over 200 yards, In third place, right 
on Nimick's rear wheel was Paul West 
of Seattle who, this year, is riding a Moto 
Beta, 

The 200cc class was the smallest con- 
tingent, eight riders, and Dan Kirk of 
Shelton was complete master on his 
Bridgestone 175. Jerry Grappe on a 
Bultaco took second and Bill Tibbetts, 
also on a Bultaco, was third. 

The 250cc class was by far thelargest 
with a wide assortment of motorcycles 
and nearly as large an assortment of 
riding styles.

Perfect conditions prevailed for the 
opening TT race last Sunday and let’s 
hope it is an inkling of things to come 
instead of like it was in ‘67 when rain 
took away more races in one month 
than it had in seven years, 

It’s a great field of TT riders on tap 
this year but Skip Van Leeuwen is still 
the rider to beat. Mert Lawwill and Bob 
Bailey pulled off surprises but both have 
been known in the pastto run hot and cold. 

Jimmy Odom again failed to show up 
for the race which leaves the first year 
Expert, if he ever gets around to it, 
again racing under a big handicap, 

The TT’s are becoming as rough on 
first year Experts as the half-mile, as 
no first time wearer of the white plates 
made the Main Event, or even came 
close. 

However, the Amateur class this year 
appears to have five or six riders that 
after a full season of TT racing could 
become Experts in a hurry.

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found the going rougher as he fell off the 
hard way in the heat race. 

Jody Nicholas was in the pits watching 
his first Ascot TT and said he is going 
to park his Navy Jet fighter plane and

He will be back at Carlsbad next week-

The race will be held this Saturday 
night and Cycle News will have the full 
report and pictures next week, Over 
30,000 fans will watch this one. 

Fourteen National Champions and 35 
riders who pack National Numbers are 
entered for the Texas event, The entry 
list includes every one of the twelve 
riders that rode in the National Short 
Track final last year in Chicago.

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clear. We agree that a helmet definitely 
Should be worn when riding a motorcycle 
However, we resist having helmets made 
mandatory by legislative action for the 
following reasons: 

“Helmets do not prevent accidents, 
The other provisions of Assembly Bill 
978 can help prevent accidents, but re- 
quiring a helmet only equips a person to 
survive an accident that might otherwise 
have been avoided. 

«Motorcycles of themselves do not 
have accidents. Statistics prove most 
accidents involve novice riders, This 
obviously points to the need for motor- 
cycle driver training. We feel the em- 
phasis should be placed on this area of 
the safety problem, rather than after- 
the-fact protection, 

“Secondly, mandatory helmets can be 
construed as an attempt to protect the 
individual from himself, We feel that 
this is not only contradictory to es- 
tablished Constitutional law, but would 
also set a dangerous precedent in every 
legislative area. 

‘(Legislation of this kind has been 
strenuously resisted by automobile 
drivers and has not received the re- 
action that the resistance to mandatory 
helmets has. For example, seat belts 
will lessen the death rates in motor 
vehicle accidents. However, even though 
the manufacturer must now provide seat 
belts in each automobile, there is nolaw 
requiring a person to use them, How, 
then, can one justify a law requiring the 
motorcycle rider to wear a helmet? 

Many of you mistakenly feel that this 
legislation will affect only the motor- 
cycle rider, You are wrong. Over 50,000 
people a year are killed in automobiles, 
many as a result of cranial injuries. 
Are automobiles next? 





*As you can see, our position is 
difficult, We support the wearing of 
helmets but we resist the steady en- 
croachment and Federal intervention 
into our way of life. I would like to see 
further debate on this subject,”
